Obesity is a condition that is associated with having an excess amount of 
body fat, defined by genetic and environmental factors that are difficult to 
control when dieting.

Shakespeare is 
considered as the greatest writer in the English language. He wrote about 38 plays, 154 
sonnets, two long narrative poems. His plays have been translated into every major 
living language and are performed more often than those of any other playwright. 

Shakespeare was born in Stratford-upon-Avon in 1564. His father was a merchant 
and his mother was a housewife. Shakespeare received little formal education, but he 
was clearly an excellent reader. He began writing plays in the late 1580s and his first 
works were performed in the early 1590s.
